13. It should be noted that the psychiatrist saw no psychological 
reasons that should restrict the continued use of AIRWISE. It has been 

the concern of both Headquarters and ease officers in the field that AIRVJISE 
may have had more than his share of operations. It is Veague’s opinion 
that AIRWISE has himself under full control.
